Arch Morgan Eemembers 


Parting Company With 
the Car But Under What 
Circumstances He Is Not

Sure. 


The police department today was 
concentrating its efforts to bring: about 
the arrest of J. A. ("Peg") Adkino, 
of Spray, N. C.. who is believed to 
have been driving the Ford touring 
car last night to which Police Officer 
A. C. Morgan swung himself and who 
fared badly during the ensuing flve 
minutes. The authorities at 
Spray 
and Leaksvllle have been asked to 
look out for Atkins and the local po- 
lice are striving to learn the identity 
of the second man in the car and 
who participated in the forcible ab- 
duction of the officer. 
The Incident happened at about a 
quarter to eleven o'clock last night. 
Morgan swung aboard the running 
board of the machine, says he smelled 
liquor and found some in the car. In- 
stead of driving to the courthouse with 
the officer the driver of the car swung 
around into North Union street and a 
hard encounter took place between 
the two men and the officer who was 
finally thrown or knocked from tne 
car •when it ran into a telephone poie 
at a point high up Union street some 
distance beyond the concrete bridge 
Both of the men escaped. 


Morgan, who made a statement of 
the affair to Police Sergeant J. H. 
Martin last night, called on a reporter 
today and asked him to take down 
his version of the incident, adding 
that "it, is the -whole truth and noth- 
ing but the truth." His statement is 
this: 


At about 10:45 o'clock last night 
he rode \vlth Police Detective J. X 
ampbell in the latter's car to Market 
street, and was standing in front of 
Baroody's when he s<tw a. car coming 
up Main sti-pet ha\ing one light. As 
the car. containing two men. passed 
he hailed it and he stepped on the 
running: board, and. smelling the odor 
of liquor, he accused the driver of 
having uhiskey and reached down in- 
to the man's trouser pocket and drew 
forth a pop bottle filled with liquor 
in face of the denial of the driver who 
said he did not have any 
Morgan 
soys that a rnan he does not know 
Baw him pjll the liquor out of the 
man's pocket and that he thinks the 
man should come forward to corrob- 
orate his statement. 
Morgan states that on takirig the 


liquor he ordered the driver of the 
machine to turn down South Union 
street and go to the courthouse. Mor- 
gan was still standing on the running 


of the.jnachine. Jnstead of 
5 as told the driver wheeled his 


caV into North Union street, "stepped 
on the gas" and whirled at a rapid 
pace down the steep incline. Morgan 
says that he r-a'led on the man to stop 
but seeing the machine was gaining 
momentum, he drew his club and be- 
gan hammering the driver on the back 
of the head. Moigan says that Shine 
Pinkard saw him when he was beating 
the man. 
The blows failed to have 


any effect and. according to Morgan, 
tho second man clambered from the 
front seat into the tonneau and 
a 
struggle began for possession of the 
club with the machine running at a 
rapid rate. The driver in the meantim" 
drew a ft^tol from the bosom of his 
shirt and pointed It at the policeman. 
The man in the rear urged him not 
to shoot but the driver, Morgan says, 
asserted that he was going to kill him. 
Morgan dropped his club and seized 
the pistol while the second man took 
the billy and began hammering Mor- 
gan about the eead. The struggle for 
possession of the pistol was still go- 
ing on when Morgan says he parted 
company with the car. He does not 
know if he was thrown off or if the 
car hit the pole and threw him off. 


Morgan states that he was dazed 


when he hit the ground and has no 
clear recollection of what happened 
for a few minutes. He does not know 
how the two men disappeared and 
when he came to his senses he was 
near a colored man's house asking 
for the police. Very soon Officer Bates 
came up, also Shine Pinkard, but? 
there was no trace of either of the 
two men who are understood to have 
made their escape down Union street 
The car was left, however, and in it 
Morgan found his cap and his billet 
He said he was never able to secure 
his revolver but admitted that when 
he wa« beating the car driver on the 
head he was trying to kill him be- 
cause he felt that his life 
was 
in 
danger. 
Morgan says he lost the liquor in 


the scuffle. 
The matter was quickly reported to 


Police Sergeant Martin who tried to 
head off the two men. 
The police sergeant made an in- 


vestigation into the occurrence 
as 
soon as it was reported and states that 
one of the men in the car locked his 
arm round Alorgan's head and held 
him in this position and that Morgan 
was severely pummeled. This is borne 
out by the swelling behind Morgan's 
ears and bruises about his body. Mor- 
gan got off the car at the same time 
that the two men in it did and started 
back up Union street, leaving them to 
continue their way and leaving his 
club and cap in the automobile. 
Morgan when questioned this morn- 


ing said there was no doubt that 
the man driving the car was badly 
intoxicated. 
He said tliat he could 
recognize the driver if he were to see 
hi magam, but he could not determine 
the identity of the second man. Mor- 
gan said that the driver had a cork 


g and in reply to a question asking 


him how he knew that the man had 
a false limb he said that he, felt the 
man's wooden leg during th^ scuffle.

Wooed In War, 


Wife Says His 


Love Died 


NEW TORK, Aug. 10.—When Dud- 


ley A. Beckman, lieutenant with the 
American forces in France, pictured 
America in glowing terms to Mile. 
Reine Marguerite Pugnoud, the slip 
of a French girl who had met and 
loved him in base hospital No. 6 a 
Talenc". France, he did not tell her 
anything about the American divorce 
courts. They were both so happy and 
so young such talk would nave seemed 
a sacrilege. 


Mile. Pugnoud and the American 
lieutenant were married in France 
December 9, 1918, and at his request 
she preceded him to this country, be- 
ing met at the pier by his mother 
Mrs. Agnes Vail Beekman, and Wil- 
liam A. Holloway, his attorney. 


Until the following July, when Lieu- 
tenant Beekman returned home anc 
was mustered out. the little French 
bride lived with her 
mother-in-law 


Then she and her husband went to 
live in a little apartment at No. 1043 
East 14th street, Brooklyn. 
In a'n affidavit, filed yesterdav, with 
Supreme Court Justice Lydon. Mrs 
Beekman asks alimony and counsel 
fees to defend the divorce action her 
husband has brought and prosecute 
her counter claim for a separa.fon. 
She relates that after a whils her 
husband's love, protested so vehe- 
mently in France, changed to indif- 
ference. He struck her several times, 
she charges, and then begged ner to 
give him grounds for a divorce, nd- 
mitting his love for her had cooled. 
The husband, who is 28 and live 
with his mother, says the mdifferenca 
was all on the part of his wife, anc 
on Christmas Eve, 1920. left him. 
His mother essayed the role of de- 
tective and in an affidavit filed with 
her son's papers, Mrs. Beekman tells 
of trailing her daughter-in-law and 
Aime Dumaine of No. 255 "West 90tn 
street, .Manhattan, from the latter's 
home to Inspiration Point, 172d street, 
on Riverside Drive. 
There, she says, she and Samuel 
Tuite, a friend of the family, watched 
while her daughter-in-law and Du- 
maine made ardent love in the ton- 
neau of Dumaine's automobile. 


The young wife denies there was 
anything Improper in her 
conduct. 
"On the occasion in question there 
were at least 100 automobiles on all 
sides of us with their lights burning," 
complaint states. 
Dumaine, she adds, is a countryman 
twice her age to whom she had gnoe 
for advice 
concerning her martial 
troubles. 
Included in the papers are letters 


Beekman claims to have received from 
his wife. One written to him on the 
day of her alleged departure from 
his home, December 24. 1920. reads: 
"Dudley—As you told me. I am gone 
and shall never come back. 
If you 
want a divorce or separation I am 
ready. 
You shall have it. 
If you 
want to speak to me you can put a 
red ribbon at the window and you can 
aet me in front of the house here, 
downstairs. I hold no grudge against 
you. Guard a good remembrance of 
me." 
Quite different is a letter alleged to 


have been received some time later. 
"Dudley, dearest," it reads: "Take 
me back. Listen, my Dudley dear. 
Take back your little wife. 
If you 


knew how unhappy I am since I left 
von. 
I cried lor you all the days, but 
too proud. I did not want to come 
back. 
I have no more courage to 


suffer any longer and I want to come 
back. 
l" wish by my love and my 
fidelity to make you forget all the bad 
[ did you."

No New Cases 


Of Fever Reported 


No further CMM of typhoid have 
been reported at the office of the 
health department during the past 24 
houn. enquiry there revealed thin 
morning. A formal •tatemenfc bearing 
on typhoid fever was prepared and 
issued by Dr. Oarnett this morning. 


"The 
typhoid fever situation has 
naturally occasioned much concern 
and considerable discussion. A good 
deal having been written on the sub- 
ject I reslre the opportunity of mak- 
ing the following sttaement: 


"Typhoid fever IB caused only by a 


tlnq poisonous plant called the bac- 
cillue of typhoid. 
It gets Into the 


body by being swallowed In food or 
drink or fro mhands soiled by intes- 
tinal discharges. Water and milk con' 
taminated by human discharges and 
other foods to which flies after crawl- 
ing over human filth have had access 
are the principal means whereby these 
germs get into one's body. Occasion- 
ally there are what are called contact 
cases, that Is persons who from hand- 
ling a person sick with the disease 
gets his hands soiled with germ la- 
den material and then without proper 
cleansing puts fingers in his mouth or 
handling'food. 


"The principal number of casas in 


last year's outbreak were manifestly 
caused by drinking affected milk. 


"Last year only five cases occurred 


among negroes. Last summer being 
very dry the pit closets remained In 
much safer conditions whereas this 
year rains have caused the pits to fill 
with water and many of them have 
overflowed, washing dangerous filth 
out on the surface of the ground ac- 
cessible to flies. 


"The nine cases of typhoid occur- 


ring this year among negroes have 
been in sections where there are only 
pit closets and most of them where 
the people are using water from wells 
because there is no city water avail- 
able. 


"On March 15, 1918 (the present 


health officer came to Danville Dec. 
1, 1918) the council passed an ordin- 
ance requiring- that closets be pitted 
and moved over a. new pit when nee 
essary. The danger of pit closets has, 
frequently been pointed out in recen 
years. 


''In February and again In March 


of 1922 the danger of the situation was 
brought to the attention of the com 
mittee on public welfare, and the rec- 
ommendation made that sewer build 
ing be extended as rapidly as practi 
cable and that septic tanks or chemi 
cal closets be installed at these homes 
which could not be sewered. 


"The carrying out of this recom 


mendation would have done away with 
the present dangerous pit closets and 
would Lave unquestionably have pre 
vented much of the typhoid now oc- 
curring. 
The pit closet in congestet 


territory is not safe especially in rainy 
seasons. 


"The people who do live in sewerec 


homes but within fly range of pn 
privies which do not remain fly proo: 
are more Or less constantly menaced 


"The people should secure persona 


protection through vaccination against 
typhoid and public protection through 
safe disposal of the -wastes from hu- 
man bodies."

COTTON PRICES DEPRESSED 


IN RESTRAINT OF TRADE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10—Investi- 


gation of charges, that "undue meth- 
ods or practices ate being employed 
by the trade In restraining the natural 
operations of the law of supply and 
demand" and depressing cotton pri- 
ces was proposed in a resolution intro- 
iduced today by Senator Smith. Dern- 
i ocrat, South Carolina. 
The resolution 
was referred to the agriculture com- 
mittee. 


Senator Smith's resolution 
recited 
that the cotton carried over was less 
than normal and that reports on the 
growing crop Indicated a yield below 
the world demand 
It also stated that 


the boll weevil damage was "more ex- 
tensive and severe than ever before in 
history ••* malting the yield entire- 
ly problematical." 


"The price of cotton In the markets' 
has failed utterly to respond to thes° 
conditions," said Senator Smith's res- 
olution. 
Senator Smith made public a letter 


from J. S. Wannamaker. president of 
the American Cotton association re- 
porting that New Tork and English 
cotton speculators were working to- 
gether to beat down the market.
